Smith, the Mormon prophet, whe ovr readers 
will remember was killed ia the o 
the late rivte in Americs, would presch a fu- 
sere! service cp the prophet’s death, at the Ae 
sembly-roome, Theobald’s road, on lest even” 
ag (Sundey,) at balf-past siz o'clock. At the 
appointed time, however, strange ab the fact 
mey appear, the room was crowded in every 
part, principolly by rerpectebly attired persons, 
the majority being females. The person an- 
nounced to be elder was seated on pleiform 
at the endof the room, with a smal! table be- 
tore him; on ‘t being some books, pewter plates 
&e. He remeined for some time with his face 
covered by his hands, and at intervels appeared 
as if engeged in devotion. Moch curiosity ap 
prared to be excited regarding the companion 
of the depeited prophet. Tne individual, who 
is apparently about 40 years of ege, wos attired 
in deep black. The proecedings were opened 
by a person coming forward and calling on the 
meeting to repeat some hymns, which were t- 
ken from « book marked as the Latter day 
Saiats? Boot, and which contsined « great va- 
riety of such dercription of prayer. This part 
of the service was somewhat of a warlike ns. 
ture, relating partica'’arly to revenge for Him 
whose blood had been shed. The singing hav- 
ing concluded, the assembly joined in prayer; 
afur which, Elder Davis, who had hitherto re 
mained sil nt, rose, and having, however, stood 
inavery solemn mannrfora few moments, cs 
if inspired, commenced bis discourre. He be- 
gen by expressing a wish to God that he might 
be enabled to do justice to the eubject. He 
eaid that his text, on which tested the princi- 
ples of true religion, was *‘The testimony of 
Jesus isthe epirit of prophecy.”
